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France Moves 


For Reform In

PARIS CAP) — France h ts 
announced major reforms of its 
tradition-bound university sys­ 
tem in a move viewed as a 
concession to demands bv stu­ 
dents who touched off France’s 
paralyzing 
strike 
wave 
last 
spring. 
French 
Education 
Minister 
Edgar F'aure, who was chosen 
by President Charles de Gaul’; 
to take over the ministry at the 
height of the June disorders 
outlined 
the 
changes 
Friday 
night. 
Change Examinations 
Eau re promised that universi­ 
ty examinations—a chief targe' 
of the student protestors—would 
be radically modified next year. 
But he insisted that exams post­ 
poned because of the student un­ 
rest last spring must be taken 
now and would have to follow 
the traditional pattern. 
There have been dozens of in­ 
cidents of students disrupting 
examination sessions now under 
way. 
There was no immediate reac­ 
tion from student leaders to 
Faure’s proposals. 
Faure also announced these 
reform programs for the new 
school year starting in Novem­ 
ber. 
Broaden Arts 
—Creation of an experimental 
center where 7,500 students will 
begin a new broad liberal arts 
curriculum similar to that used 
in many American universities. 
French 
students 
have 
been 
forced to study within their cho­ 
sen specialities. Curriculum re­ 
form has been one of their main 
demands. 
— Students at the experimen­ 
tal center also will be allowed 
blonder [>articipation in campus 
life and university adm inistra 
bon. 
— Some I 500 literature stu­ 
dents at the Sorbonne will take 
scientific courses at a suburban 
university center in an effort to 
encourage the bridging of aca­ 
demic disciplines. At the same 
time, science students will be 
encouraged to take arts and let­ 
t e r studies. This, too, is an ex­ 
perimental program. 
Split Medic Center 
— Two more centers will be 
opened where siuoents can get 
certificates after 2-, 4- or 6-year 
intervals. The principal change 
here is the two-year cutoff, ena­ 
bling students to use their uni­ 
versity trainmg in the job m ar­ 
ket earlier than in the past. 
— The Paris faculty of medi­ 
cine, now concentrated into one 
overcrowded 
center, 
will 
be 
split into IO autonomous medi­ 
cal schools. This will allow most 
students to begin their practical 
training in hospitals in the third 
year of medical school. Many 
medical students have been de­ 
laved in taking their hospital 
training because of the centrali­ 
zation, overcrowding and ad­ 
ministrative backlog. 
F'aure said those m easures 
were the first in a series of 
broad reforms that the govern­ 
ment plans.

In 1945 Stoll was named out­ 
doors editor for Booth Newspa­ 
pers, resigning in the mid - 
1950s to devote his talents to 
free lancing and the Free Press 
column.

Czechs Agree 


To 'Modifying' 


Reform Moves 


PRAGUE fAPI — A member 
'of Czechoslovakia’s party hier­ 
archy told the nation Friday 
night that party chief Alexander 
Dubcek’s reform ist regime was 
guTty of political mistakes and 
naivete which probably led to 
the 
Soviet-bloc 
invasion 
of 
Czechoslovakia. 
"It should have never hap­ 
pened 
that 
somebody 
should 
have been given enough room to 
spit at everything we have done 
over the years," Zdenek Ml.v- 
nar, 
a 
party 
secretary 
and 
member of the ruling Commu­ 
nist presidium declared in a na­ 
tionwide television address dur­ 
ing prime evening time. 
He referred to anti-Soviet and 
anti-Communist criticism 
per­ 
mitted 
after 
Dubcek 
started 
Czechoslovakia’s 
liberalization 
drive last January. 
Confidence Lost 
"We didn’t win their confi­ 
dence and they acted according 
to their evaluation cf the situa­ 
tion” in ordering the invasion 
Aug. 20. Mlvnar said, although 
he added that he disagreed with 
the decision to invade. 
Mlynar is coming to be re­ 
garded as critical of Dubcek 
within the privacy of the party. 
But it was not clear whether 
his speech was aimed at placat­ 
ing the Russians in an effort to 
get them to withdraw the occu­ 
pation troops, or amounted to 
an 
argument 
that 
Dubcek 
doesn’t 
understand 
Moscow’s 
thinking and is on another colli­ 
sion course with the Russians. 
Parties Banned 
It was considered significant 
that Mlynar’s television speech 
came 24 hours after cancellation 
of a hard-hitting pre-taped TV 
speech by Dubcek. The Dubcek 
speech, toned down and broad­ 
cast several hours later than 
.scheduled, 
deleted 
the 
party 
leader’s statem ents that the re­ 
turn of censorship was a back­ 
ward step and that anti-Commu­ 
nist forces were at work in oth­ 
er Communist countries besides 
Czechoslovakia. 
Meanwhile, the National As­ 
sembly—defiant in 
the 
early 
j days of the occupation, formally 
approved without debate legisla­ 
tion curbing press freedom and 
banning the establishment of 
new political parties, both ac­ 
tions demanded by Moscow. 
The assembly also endorsed 
the 
government’s 
statem ent 
that the "new situation”—mean­ 
ing the Soviet bloc occupation— 
had forced "modifications” in 
the tame schedule and contents 
of the liberalization program.

Farther south, one of the U.S. 
Army’s most highly decorated 
field generals, Maj. Gen. Keith 
L. Ware, was killed when his 
command helicopter crashed in 
flames near the Cambodian bor­ 
der. 
Allied casualties in the DMZ 
assault were four killed and 46 
wounded, spokesmen said. All of 
the dead and about half the 
wounded 
were 
South 
Viet­ 
namese. 
Military spokesmen said the 
assault was a spoiling action de­ 
signed to blunt 
an 
expected 
drive south by two North Viet­ 
namese divisions. It also was 
m eant to relieve enemy pres­ 
sure on allied outposts in the

Vietnam. 
Red Sanctuary 
The 
DMZ. 
which 
extends 
about three miles on each side 
of the North-South Vietnamese 
border, was created at the Ge­ 
neva Convention in 1954 to serve 
as a neutral buffer zone.

The differentials, 
says Graf, are too big to keep 
producers on tile side of manu­ 
facturing milk, big enough to 
encourage tile shift to Grade A. 
About half of milk market 
mg by farmers is sold through 
federal milk order* and tile 
percentage will grow as pro 
ducers switch to “A" ti) share 
in order pools. About half of

farmers generally, 
but parti­ 
cularly those in surplus areas, 
in their quest for more favor­ 
able prices.” This presents an 
obvious opportunity for Upper 
Peninsula’s marginal dairymen 
producing milk for manufac­ 
ture to increase their income, 
but there would be a serious 
mpediment to such change in 
the need for upgrading stan­ 
dards and equipment on farms. 
Graf wrarns that the change 
ne sees coming isn’t all good. 
Plants which now' shunt un­ 
needed “A” milk to manufac­ 
ture may have none under the 
new system. 
“The change 
to 
one grade 
will result in greater concen­ 
tration in the dairy industry, 
because many of the smaller 
Grade B dairy plants who have 
thus far survived on manufac­ 
turing grade milk will be elim­ 
inated.

Tile process of jjettinR around school millage 
voters’ increasing inclination to vote “No” on 
new taxes for school operation is beginning at 
Lansing. 
It was inevitable. 
It has been long advocated. 
It is now starting. 
There’s no indication that it will be immed­ 
iate, because many problems beset it, but be­ 
cause something must be done it seems a likely 
prospect.

The end result of the Escanaba Area School 
District’s five consecutive defeats of a school 
operating millage, and similar actions elsewhere 
throughout Michigan have put the Legislature 
to work on a solution. 
Since the beginning of this year in Mich­ 
igan there have been 530 elections for millage 
and almost 200 of them failed. 
As our legislators begin their deliberations 
on a state takeover of Michigan local public 
school system, basic changes are indicated. 
1. Local control of school taxes will dis­ 
appear. 
2. State taxes for schools applied locally will 
increase. 
3. leachers will become employes of tile 
state under civil service and will lose their local 
bargaining powers, along with those of local 
boards of education. There will be an end to 
mine-rich school districts like Felch paying more 
than starved townships because all such monies 
would go into a State Education Fund to be dis­ 
tributed equally.

The legislators’ first turning of earth in their 
quest of a solution to the problems of insufficient 
school income turned up two major proposals: 
1. Rep. Clifford Smart (R-Walled I jake) sug­ 
gested a IO mill ($10 per $1000) state property 
tax with some local school tax reductions. This 
was opposed as a continuation of the present 
problem of overloading property w i t h school 
taxes. 
2. Adding 2 per cent to the present 2.6 per 
cent state income tax. T is would return about 
$450 million a year for the schools if the present 
$1,200 personal exemption were eliminated. 
Elimination of the personal exemption was 
opposed because it would strike hardest at per­ 
sons least able to pay.

The legislative inquiry into a state takeover 
of local school finances prompts several thoughts 
in us: 
1. That it is regrettable that local control of 
school finances often has been so exercised as to 
defeat good schooling. 
2. That it is now proposed to correct this 
situation by removing the local public veto on 
school funds, enlarging the cost of schooling and 
sending the local public the bill for it in a form 
it can’t veto. 
3. That the teachers, whose wrage demands 
— however justified — have brought on this 
school financial crisis, will face a state employer 
instead of a local employer. This may solve the 
annual fall crisis of: Will the teachers let us 
open the schools? And it should eventually make 
~ teaciie.s’ en ort to jack up their pay 
higher.

Before any of these things happen there 
will be skirmishes and battles at Ijansing and 
at the polls. But this will not be a contest be­ 
tween ts e teachers’ Michigan Education Asso­ 
ciation and the embattled local property taxpay­ 
ers, with the local board of education caught in 
the crossfire and hoping for a cease fire. 
Til is will be a great bargaining session with 
the public asked only one question, really: 
“How do you want to pay t h e increased 
school tax; in property levels or income taxes, 
or both ?” 
The public doesn’t really want to pay in­ 
creased school taxes in any form, but it is losing 
its bargaining power by its refusal to compro­ 
mise on millage levied on property. 


Back to School 
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Peaceful Dissent 
Isn t Militant Aim

CHICAGO (NEA) — Truly 
Innocent young antiwar dem­ 
onstrators, and the sympathet­ 
ic Democratic delegates 
and 
others who gave them such 
emotional support at the par­ 
ty’s convention, face a very 
tough decision in the days im­ 
mediately ahead. 
They have to determine just 
haw far they want to go in 
allying themselves with radical 
activists 
committed 
to 
vio­ 
lence. 
The militants who sought 
and gained a bloody confronta­ 
tion with police at the Demo­ 
crats’ 
Chicago 
headquarters 
hotel area promise that in the 
unfolding fall campaign they 
will mount “200 to 300 Chi- 
cagos” to harrnss Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey and other par­ 
ty office-se°kers. 
Chicago may find some com­ 
fort in this forecast, 
since it 
was clearly an irrelevant target 
for the confrontation cadres. 
Their real target is the politi­ 
cal establishment—wherever it 
shows itself in convention or 
party rally or candidate’s mo­ 
torcade.

But there is no comfort for 
the sympathizers, whether they 
were among the demonstrators 
in Grant Park or whether they 
labored in the hotel across the 
street for Senators Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy or George McGovern. 
In their understandable hor­ 
ror at the visible excesses of 
some Chicago policemen, 
the 
sympathizers largely blocked 
out the ugly Oro vocative acts 
of the more aggressive demon­ 
strators. They 
thereby built 
themselves a dangerous trap. 
The prediction of “more Chi- 
cagos” means that the initia­ 
tive in violence rests with the 
leftist militants, since no one 
can forecast with utter assur­ 
ance how the police will react 
in San Francisco, Seattle. Kan­ 
sas City. Minneapolis, St. Lou­ 
is, Detroit, Philadelphia. Bal­ 
timore, New York or Boston 
during 
Humphrey 
campaign 
swings. 
The more Innocent demon­ 
strators and their liberal sym­ 
pathizers have, then, a clearer 
choice than they were able to 
perceive through 
the 
battle 
dust at Chicago. Are they just 
for dissent or are they for 
bombarding police with rocks, 
bottles, acid, human filth, golf 
balls impregnated with nails 
and potatoes laced with razor 
blades?

On shore winds 
roil the water and fish move to 
deeper 
water. Rolling 
waves 
are quite provocative to the 
wading angler and 
boatman 
alike. As these fish approach 
closer to their spawning period 
they seem less apt to strike on 
spoons and are biting better on 
“spawn bags” and night crawl­ 
ers. They will even take the 
lowly 
angleworm 
and 
well 
“chawed” wads of bubble gum. 
Early 
morning 
and 
evening 
fishing provide the best feeding 
periods. Snagging is not con­ 
doned — be a good sportsman 
and take your fish legally and 
have your fellow fishermen re­ 
spect you. 
Rainbow 
(Steelhead): 
The 
Carp River in Mackinac County 
is one of the streams open to 
fall fishing — upstream from 
Lake Huron to Platz Lake out­ 
let. This stream is now produc­ 
ing some good catches. Com­ 
mercial fishermen have report­ 
ed seeing coho “porpoising” in 
St. Martins Bay off the mouth 
of the Carp, so maybe it won’t
